JOHN BLAN, 
the murderer of Elijah Warren, was apparent 
ly very glad to see the Doctor and the reporter 
when they entered the jail. He was tor the 
time released from his cell and shown into a 
sort of ante-room in which hia visitors were 


sitting. He came forward easily and shook 
hangs all round, apparently utteriy uncon- 
scious of anything peculiar in his circum- 
stunces. It is a common comment of those who 
have been most about him that he does not 
seem to realize the situation. He talks easily 
and az of the execution, but he talks al- 
most us though it was about somebody else. 
He is a medium-sized, slight, rather good- 
looking young fellow of twenty-three, and 
if the story he tells be true. he is really 
expiating another man’s crime.

The Hanging of Monroe Guy, 
at Hillsboro. 


He Relates a Remarkable Dream to the 
P.-D. Reporter.

Felix McCann, a Murderer, Dies on the 
Scaffold at Norwich, Conn. 


Special to the Post-Disnatch. 

HILLSBORO, MO., June 6.—This is Jefferson 
county’s gala day, and this little sober, old- 
fashioned,sleepy country place of acounty seat 
is in holiday attire. No work is being done by 
any one, everything is laid aside for the time 
being and nothing is talked of but the exeou- 
tionot Monroe Guy. At the least calculation 
fully seven thousand people, embracing all 
ages, sexes and _ sizes, and about 
equally divided as to black and white, 
gathered in and aLout the town this morning. 
Some came from St. Francois County, some 
from Washington and Franklin Counties and 
a few from Ste. Genevieve County. They, in 
many instances came in last evening, and go- 
ing out to the scaffold, a short distance south- 
east of town, camped for the night, so as to 
command convenient positions overlooking 


the 
INSTRUMENT OF DEATH, 


upon which a fellow-mortal was soon to expi- 
ate that greatest of all crimes, murder. The 
great number ot negroes which 
turned out occasioned some little alarm on 
tha part of Sheriff Jones, who had caught up 
the rumors that have been flying thickly for 
several] days of an attempt going to be made to 
rescue the condemned man, and a strong guard 
armed with double-barreled shot guns, charged 
with buckshot, were ealled into requisition. 
But luckily their services were not required, 
evervthing passing off as smoothly as could be 
desired, and no violent demognsatrations being 
made. 

The doomed man passed his last night on 
earth as quietly ascould be expeeted. He 
had embraced the Methodist faith and believed 
his soul at rest, but could not exactly make up 
his mind that within the space of a few short 
hours be would bein paradise. It seemed an 
unnatural theoryto him and he said to the 
Kev. Calvin Keating, colored, that while he 
did not fear to die he did not see what wouTd 
be done with hissoul. He slept but little, and 
that along towards morning, preferring to 
stand at the door of his cell with his bead rest- 
ing against the cold bars. He held a small 
Bible in his hands’ throughout’ the 
night and on several occasions 
quoted passages from the crucifixion 
to his guard of six men, whocrowded near. 


He ate a hearty breakfast between 6 and 7 
o’clock this morning, partook of a light lunch 
at noon, and at haif-past 1 he was tuken 
fromthe jail by Sheriff Jones, and. under an

histhroat, he stepped up on to the platform, 
and was followed by three ministers and some 
of the Sberiff’s assistants. 

As the prisoner mounted the gailows a trem- 
or of fear shot through bis trame, and he made 
a momentary halt on the last step, asif debat- 
ing whether to go forward or turn upon the 
guards below. A death-like silence settied 
down over the crowd, and one could have al- 
most heard a pin drop, evyervthing 
was so quiet. The nun’s 
hesitation was but momentary though, and, 
swallowing downtheload which bad apparent- 
ly risenin his throat, he stepped upen the 
platiorm. 

Ahvymn was sung and Rev. Keating ledin 
prayer, during which the condemned man al- 
most broke down, but he soon recovered com 
posure, and before the death warrant was read 
he made a few remarks, stating that he 
torgave everybody and hoped every- 
body would forgive him; that 

HE TRUSTED LN JESUS 
and was prepared todie. Sheriff Jones then 
udjusted the bvlick cap and placed the noose 
around Guy’s neck. After a tew whispered 
words between the Sheriff and the prisoner the 
rope was’ cut, the drop fell, and Monroe 
Guy was iaunched into eternity, making vut 
a few feeble struggles. In about tew min- 
utes he was pronounced  deaé by 
the physicians and his body was _ taken 
charge of by Mr. Carroll, tae undertaker, trom 
De Soto, at the request of Guy’s friends, 
who had raised money tu pay 
fer hisinterment. The immense crowd then 
separated peaceably, evidently satisfied that 
the execution was nextly done, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the tender.-hearted sheriff 
could only brave up to his duty by the most 
determined effort. 
° THE CRIME 
which Monroe Guy, the mulatto, expiated with 
his ite was the murder of Aaron McTIete, col- 
ored, near DeSoto, on last Christmas night, 
which can be summed up in a tew words. 
Thetwo men had been at outs for some 
little time and, as usual, there was a woman at 
the bottom ofitall. They were rivals, both 
paying every conceivable attention to a young 
colored girl by the name of Nancy Thompson, 
who, as it appears, cared but little for either. 
Several days betore the night 
on i McPeie lost his 
lite the rivals had met at Maria Breckenridge’s 
house in De Soto, and in the course of a wordy 
war McPete branded Guy with being a coward 
und a liar. Gn Christmas evening Guy. who 
resided with his mother and four brothers at 
De Soto, and was employed as a porter ina 
dry goods house, borrowed a revolver froma 
friend and went out to the colored Methodist 
Church, one mile southeast of town, wherea 
testival was in progress. Finding McPete 
there with his sweetheart, he sent a mes- 
senger to him with the request that 
he come out of doors tora moment. The un- 
Guy met him at the 
door, drew the revolver, put it to his breast 
and shot him 
THROUGH THE HE ‘ 

On firing the fatal snot, Guy put up the 
weapon, returned to the residence uf his em- 
ployer and acquainted him with what he had 
just done. Citv Marshal Davis was notified of 
what had transpired, and arrested the murder- 
er, meeting with no resistance. The newsot the 
nurder spread hke wildfire through the coun- 
try, and witbin a few hoursa hundred negroes 


had gathered with the avowed intention of 
Innching the ruffian. He was taken under a 
strong guard before 'Squire French of De Soto 
unc upon a preliminary examination remanded 
10 jail to answer. 

The grand jury being in session at the timé, 
a true bill of murder was tound against him, 
and his. case docketed for the January 
trm. It was cailed on the second

A 
motion was filed for a new trial, Dut overruled, 
and then the case was taken to, the Supreme 
Court. That court took up the case on the 19th 
of May and decided that the finding of the 
lower court was correct, but respited the pris- 
oner tothe 6th of Junc. When Guy learned of 
the verdict of the Supreme Court he broke 
down and 
CRIED LIKE A CHILD. 

His old mother, who is sixty-seven years 
of age, took the decision equally as hard as 
did her son,and became partially deranged, 
The doomed man sent for the ministers and 
professed religion. The divines who have 
ministered unto his spiritual welfare are A. 
Carter, Sullivan Frazier and Calvin Keating, 
the latter coiored, and the jali nas been throng- 
ed with visitors, principally Christian ladies. 

Monroe Guy was as finely tormed a 
man as one would wish to see. 
Aithough but twenty-two years of age he stood 
six feet one inch, weighed 205 pounds, and 
there was not an ounce of superfluous flesh 
about him. He was a mulatto, had been born 
a slave, and was always counted a good, hon- 
est, hard-working boy. 

During his continement of five months in 
jail he was very tractable, attempting to 
escape but once, on last Wednesday, on which 
occasion he succeeded in wrenching the hasp 
from his cell door and _ getting out into 
the corridor before being discovered ana taken 
into custody once more. 

He never made a full and truthful confession 
ot the cause which induced himto murdera 
fellow-being, although it is knownas stated 
above to have becn 

ALL FOR LOVE, 
and the following interview which your corres- 
pondent obtained with him last night isthe 
only confession he left to the world: 
shot Aaron McPete 

and that alone,’’ said Guy, 
to a question ot 
how he came to kill McPete. ‘‘He had his 
handin his back pants pocket and was coming 
up right close to me atthetime. I said to him, 
stey ping back atthe time, ‘Aaron McPete, |! 
don’t want to hurt you, so keep your dis- 
tance;’ but be came on, and Itook the pistol 
out of my pocket and shot him before I knew 
what I bad done. He didn’t say one 
word when I shot him. but fell 
on his face like a drunken man. I didn’t know 
how bad he was hurt for a minute, and then 
the thought flashed over me that be was dead, 
andI putup my pistol and walked away as 
fast asl could. Iwas sorry thenthat I shot 
bim; am sorry now, but 1 couldn’t helpit, asl 
done itin seli-detense. He was not more than 
three feet away from mewhenlshothim. He 

was a bad man.’’ 

‘*Did you have avy witnesses to swear that 
you did the shooting in self-defense?’’ 

‘‘No, and right there is where the trouble 
camein. Maria Breckenridge swore to an aw- 
ful out-and-out lie, and my mother was mis- 
takep in what she swore, though she did not 
remeber it. She has gotso old that she can't

When I was cut down Aaron 
came.and pulled the rope tighter about my 
neck and looked at me so devilish-like.

The hanging of Monroe Guy isthe second 
legalonethatever took placein this county. 
The only prior one was that ot William 
Edwards, who paid tne extreme penalty 
of the law forthe murder ot John Bridgeman 
sixteen years ago. There have been a dozen 
lynchings in the history of the county, and to 
the swift andtree use of hemp may be at- 
tributed its almost remarkable reign of pente- 
fulness and order.

THE RAG-BABY DEAD. 

After all, the most encouraging sign of 
the return of common sense and the death 
of the rag-baby in Ohio can be found in the 
platform of the Democrats. If Gen. 
Ewing is not for honest, hard money, the 
platform upon which he standsis. If the 
convention that nominated him believed 
either in ‘fiat’? money or any other ab- 
surdity it took great care not to 
say so. The Post-DIspaTcH is un- 
compromisingly for honest, hard money.

But the financial plank 
of the Democratic platform of Ohio, while 
certainly not written as we should have 
written it, is already a very great step in 
the direction of right ideas. Here it is in 
full: 

Resolved, That we reaffirm the financial 
principle heretofore advocated by the Demo- 
crmtic party of Ohio, that the issue of money 
in the form and theregulationthereof belongs 
tothe General Government alone and ought 
not to bewlelegated or entrusted to individu- 
als or corporations; that we, therefore, op- 
pose the perpetuation of the present national 
banking system as a means of con:fol over the 
currency of the country, and demand the 
gradual substitution of Treasury notes for 
the national bank currency, to be made 
receivable for alldues and a legal tender 
equally with the coin, such Government 
issues to be regulated upon principles es- 
tablished by legislation or the organic law so 
as to secure the greater possible stability of 
value. 

Now, whatever objection may be made to 
the forms of expression, it is worthy of at- 
tention that this does not contain one syl- 
lable against resumption; not one syllable 
in favor of “‘fiat’” money; not one syllable 
even in favor of “‘more greenbacks,”’ or the 
duty of Congress to “regulate the volume 
of currency’’ in accordance with the wants 
of the people. On the contrary. The plank 
clearly says that whatever paper money is 
issued must be equal with and redeemable 
in coin, and should be of the “‘greatest pos- 
sible stability of value.”’ 

This, surely, is neither inflation nor repu- 
diation, but a wonderful improvement on 
past financial planks. If itis still not quite 
what it ought to be, it is enough to show 
that the rag-baby is dead and buried.

NOT TOO FAST—SOMETHING WORSE 
THAN A THIRD TERM. 

The tendency of the average Democratic 
editor in discussing the third termis to 
drift into twaddle. Itis astonishing that 
so able and brilliant a journal, for instance, 
as the New York Sun should fall into the

What Lincoln Thought and Said of the 
War Democrats. ‘ 


|From General Steadman’‘s Speech to the Ohio Demo- 
cratic Convention. } 


According to the published biography of 
this gentleman, Mr. Foster, he was twenty- 
eight years old in 1861, when the war broke 
out. He had thenjust reached the zenith of 
his young manhood, and he was asterling, 
loyal patriot, but he was not loyal enough to 
shoulder a musket or gird on a sword [laugh- 
ter and applause], and go to the front to fight 
the battles of his country.

Now, IL assert here to-day, fellow-Demo- 
crats, and I defy contradiction when I make 
the statement, that at the close of the war, 
with two or three honorable exceptions, every 
soldier who had won distinction and 
was in command of a department, of 
an army, or of acorps, was furnished by the 
Democratic party.

BELLIGERENT BREWERS. 


How They Assaulted and Battered a 
Prohibitionist Editor. 

Mr. Frank M. Bemis, managing editor of 
the Nationa] Prohibitionist, was seen around 
the Four Courts this morning searching for a 
warrant for the arrest of those individuals 
who assaulted him on Wednesday forenoon, 
while he was crossing the street at the corer 
of Eighth and Gratiot. Noticing the gentleman 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter button-holed him 
and secured the following interesting account 
from him of his little tilt with the brewers. 
Said Mr. Bemis: 

**T was crossing Eighth street, going down 
Gratiot, on Wednesday morning last, when a 
brewer named Friedhaus stepped up to me, 
saying, ‘‘Are you that prohibitionist?’’ 

I answered ‘‘Iam.’’ He then drew off and 
dealt me a blow underthechin. The blow 
staggered me. A gentleman named P. N. 
Berry, who resides at No. 800 8S. Eighth street, 
witnessed the occurrence and cried out 
‘Shame.’ ”’ 

**What reason had Mr. Friedhaus for 
making this attack upon you?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

‘*‘The reason all arises from the last 
issue of the Prohibitionist, Which con- 
tains contributions from the various States in 
the Union, criticizing the brewers and the 
business they are engaged in. My last issue 
shows clearly that there is no pure beer made 
in this country, and this statement seems to 
have enraged the brewers, and as they cannot 
meet these facts with arguments they have to 
resort to fisticuffs?’ 

‘‘Mr. Bemis,’’ said the reporter, ‘‘the 
public would like to know what business you, 
as a temperance man, had in wishingto gain 
admission to the brewers’ meeting on Tuesday 
last?’’ 

‘‘As it wasa public meeting, and all good 
citizens had been invited to take part in the 
welcome which was extended to the brewers 
by the Mayor, I desired to attendin order to 
secure a report of this drunkard-making crimi- 
nal association for the paper which I represent, 
and I was the only person refused admission 
to the building that night.’’ 

**Do you intend eee all the parties 
who assaulted you both on Tuesday night and 
Wednesday noon?’’ 

‘*Yes, do. I have sworn out warrants 
against Ellis Wainwright, Rudolph Schmidt 
and Julius Friedhaus. These three individu- 
als were the leaders in the assault made upon 
me on Wednesday morning. They were com- 
ing out of the Germania Hall when 
Friedhaus struck me. Wainwright had 
before this called me names and assaulted 
me, at the same time ordering beer. When 
the beer was brought out inthe street to him 
he threw the contents into my face and then 
struck me over the head with the beer 
glass. While he was in 
the act beating me another 
one of the crowd crept up behind me and 
poured a glass of beer down my back ana over 
my clothes.’’ 

**Have any of these parties been arrested 


yet?’’ 
‘*Yes, three, and they are out on bail. The 
charged preferred against them is assault and 


battery.’’

CHARLES, Mo., Jane 6.—Although we are 
t6 havea hanging here to-day considerable 
talk is going on in regard to the verdict 
brought in by the Criminal Court jury finding 
William Bartou, a negro who killed James 
Clatterbuck, a white man, onthe 18th day of 
February last, guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree. Sentence has been deferredin the case 
until Saturday. 

The crime was an unustally atrocious one. 
The two men were employed as farm hands by 
Mr. Thomas Stonebraker, whose farm 
located a few miles from here. Atthe time of 
the murder there were five men employed at 
shucking corn. 

Amongthem was a young white man of 
— twenty-five years of age, named 

ames Clatterbuck. He was a stout, hearty 
young man in the vigor oflite. He is repre- 
sented as having a most gentile disposition and 
so good-natured that nothing seemed to yex 
him that was done inno spirit of malice. All 
agree in their praisesof his amiabie charac- 
ter. Clatterbuck belonged to Jefferson City. 
where his parents reside. He came to this 
county about last harvest and staye!t and 
worked around with variceus farm- 
ers in the prairie until the terrible event which 
deprived him of life.

TOM JACKSON, 

or Will Barton, a low-sized,heavy-set mulatto, 
aged about twenty-one years. He had been in 
the neighborhood but a short time and had 
worked for Mr. Stonevraker but from the Mon- 
day previous.

Mr. J.B. McCullagh, Foreman of the 
Late Grand Jury, Tells a Story.

How Jones Wanted Two of His Clients 
Indicted, so He Could Make a Fee. 


All About Heller and His Minor- 
ity Report. 


The taking of depositions in the suit of Wm 
C. Jones against the late grand jury was re- 
sumed at 10 o’clock this morning at the office 
ot Lee & Chandler, before Notary Wieder. 

Mr. Alphonse F. Perrier, being duly sworn, 
said: I am deputy clerk in the Circuit Court, I 
filled the same positionin February, 1871, in 
Circuit Court No.4. Mr. Mills asked the wit- 
ness to identify some papers which he handed 
him. Mr. McCabe objected to the same as irrel- 
evant. Objection not sustained, Mr. McCabe 


then proceeded: ‘These are the papers filed in 
the Circuit Court of two cases in whieh Chas, 
G. Mauro was plaintiff and Stephen Myers 
and William C. Jones defendants, on an 
appeal from Justice Wolff to Circuit Court. I 
identify the notes contained in the same. One 
is a due bill due March 28, 1867, signed W.C. 
Jones and Jones & Myers, payable to Chas. G.
